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MARICET  SUItiARY  - SEPTEMBER  1970 

The  Federal  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  price  to  be  paid  producers  for  milk  delivered  to 
pool  plants  is  $6.32.  This  hundredweight  price  is  for  milk  testing  3.5%  butterfat 
and  is  subject  to  a producer  butterfat  differential  of  8.4  cents  for  each  one-tenth 
of  one  percent  above  or  below  3.5%  test. 

In  September  1970,  80.8%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I 
at  $6.76  per  cwt.  and  19.2%  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4.66  per  cwt.  The  September 
butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.4  cents  and  Class  II  was  8.1  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  September  1970  was  32,738,418  pounds 
which  is  an  increase  of  1,932,113  pounds  or  6.3%  compared  with  September  1969.  The 
September  d^ily  average  deliveries  from  742  producers  was  1,471  pounds.  This  compares

DECISION  ON  PROPOSED  AIlENDiffiNT 

Follov/ing  a public  hearing  held  at  Claytonj  Missouri  and  New  York  in  January  and  February 
1970,  a Recommended  Decision  was  issued  by  USDA  on  September  29,  1970  on  the  proposed 
"economic  formula"  for  pricing  Class  I milk  under  all  Federal  milk  orders.  Copies  of  this 
decision  have  been  mailed  to  handlers,  cooperatives  and  other  knovm  interested  parties. 
Additional  copies  may  be  obtained  at  the  Market  Administrator's  office. 

The  Recommended  Decision  concludes  no  action  should  be  taken  XTith  respect  to  the  proposed 
formula  on  the  basis  of  the  hearing  record.  Hox^ever,  on  the  basis  of  exceptions  filed  to 
the  decision,  consideration  will  be  given  to  reopening  the  hearing  for  further  examination 
of  the  proposal. 

Interested  parties  may  file  written  exceptions  to  the  decision  with  the  Hearing  Clerk, 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C.  20250,  by  November  2,  1970. 

The  exceptions  should  be  filed  in  quadruplicate.  All  written  submissions  made  pursuant  to 
this  notice  will  be  made  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  office  of  the  Hearing  Clerk 
during  regular  business  hours.
